very vague report of tho proceedings. 
The phylloxera of coarse 
occupied 
a 


large share oftheir attention but noth- 
ing new was elicited. 
Dr. Siebekind 


explained the mode of application 
of 


the stilpho 
carbonate 
of potassium, 


amonia etc., with the cost of produc- 
tion and importation. 
This has prov- 


en the best remedy thus far discovered. 
The greatest success 
seems 
to have at- 


tended the flooding of vineyards 
in 


France. 
The insect 
preys 
upon 
the 


roots of the vine manifesting its pres- 
ence by the spindling stock; the shoots 
wither and 
the leaves 
turn yellow, 


while the berries shrivel up, the vine 
finallydying under the attack. 
Tbe 


insect has spread very rapidly in So- 
noma, so rapidly In fact, 
that unless 


an effectual 
remedy 
is applied, 
the 


vineyards ofthat valley will soon 
be 


entirely destroyed. 
Mr.Hillthought 


that every vine grower in the 
State 


should he aroused and do all in 
his 


power to allay the evil, and considered 
that tbe Legislature should at the next 
session makean appropriation to pros- 
ecute investigations 
and 
experiment 


with varieus 
remedies. 
On 
motion 


the committee on phylloxera were in- 
structed to consult the French Consul 
in order to obtain tho correct formula, 
or list of ingredients, 
and If deemed 


expedient order a portion of the new 
remedy now under discussion 
aud 
to 


take any other action by them deemed 
necessary 
to expedite 
the 
matter 
of 


obtaining 
a remedy. 
It seems 
that 


no less than one hundred and twenty- 
four remedies 
have 
been 
tried 
in 


France and been only partially 
suc- 


cessful, and the government 
has 
of- 


fered a reward of three hundred 
thou- 


sand francs to any one who will fur- 
nish a perfect cure. 
Now is an oppor- 


tunity for some of our scientific 
men 


to distinguish 
themselves, 
and 
we 


should advise Immediate and indepen- 
dent action instead of waiting upon 
the results of French experiments.
